GERMAN ENTERPRISE IN CHINA. | 


There is striking evidence in a Consular 
report, just published, of thy» “relentless 
efforls vow being made by Germany to extend 
her trade thronghout the Chiuess Empire. 
Although the importance of Chefoo as a seaport. 
:eannot be overrated, tha Germans are sparing. 
neither, money nor .truable in praparing’ 
Tsingtao, not, far distant, as 4 rival harbour for 
tho capture of shipping, Wharves and ware- 
houses have been built there, and the town is in 
railway communicntion with the provincial 
capital, ‘Lhe consequence is that Chefuo is iv 
fear of losing both import and oxpart trade, and 
unless some great effort be made there in the 
near future the Germans will succeed in 
attracting much of the shipping which 
now euters the oldar port. ‘Varinus stean- 
ship lines converge at that spproach to 
the heart of. China, and direct busi- 
ness fadone with Japan, Korea, Viadivastock, 
Hongkong, snd Shanghai. While ‘Cringtao is 
being rapidly transformed, thy streets of Chefoo, 
says the British Conaul, ara probably ‘the same 
asin modimval days and be adds, with a tonch 
of humour, “there is no market for motor-cars.” 
The harbour is in immediate need of improve: 
ment, and there isa real necerrity for a railway 
to put: the port in easy touch with the pr ducing:
